“HE WHO GIVES QUICKLY” 


“He who gives quickly gives twice” is 
an adage that applies to the making of 
contributions to Christmas and charitable 


funds, 

Tt is literally true that one contribution 
invites another, and does so effectively. 
That may be verified by anyone who will 
reflect for a moment upon the record of 
past efforts, in which he may have taken 
a part, to collect money for any public 
purpose. 

The fund to which a number of people 
contribute promptly in the opening days 
usually grows like a snow-ball rolling 
down hill. Where early contributions are 
few the project drags, collectors must re- 
double their effort, and not infrequently 
the total collections fall far short of the 
desired sum. 

Whatever the cause, he who gives 
quickly encourages others to give. The 
more who give early the greater their 
combined influence in interesting others 
and drawing more contributions. 
“Nothing succeeds like success” in this as 
in other activities. The campaign that 
“goes with a swing” gathers momentum 
as it goes. The early givers are those who 
start the “swing.” 


"WHAT IT MEANS 


The Winnipeg grain exchange sus- 
pended business to present Mr. Herman 
Trelle with a purse of gold. 

When, in times like these, a grain ex- 
change presents anybody with a purse of 
gold the evidence is conclusive that the 
recipient must haye done something 
unusual in the interests of grain produc- 
tion or the grain trade. 

Alberta’s three-times “king” of the 
wheat realm deserves the honor thus 
conferred upon him, His repeated vic- 
tories have given to all western Canada 
an added measure of distinction in a field 
in which it already held high prestige.

that western Canadian farmers can, if 
they choose, produce the grade that will 
bring the highest returns to the grower.

. The Moscow trial is ended. But it did 
not end according to schedule, The eight 
self-convicted conspirators were not 
placed before a firing squad, and are not 
to mect that fate.

The Soviet is not in the habit of deal- 
ing so considerately with men who plot 
its overthrow. What commonly happens 
is that the accused are tried in camera by 
the secret police, shot by the secret police, 
and the world told about the occurrence 
afterward. 

In this case the procedure was 80 
markedly different as to throw suspicion 
on the whole performance, For weeks 
the confessions of these eight men have 
been broadcasted to the farthest corners 
of the Soviet realm. Nothing was omitted 
to convince the Russian people of their 
guilt, Nothing was left undone to arouse 
popular resentment throughout the coun- 
try against them and their alleged foreign 
co-conspirators, 

And the end of it all is that the arch- 

culprits are to spend a time in prison, In 
the circumstances it may be suspected 
that the time will be a good deal shorter 
than the terms announced—if in fact they 
are not already at liberty, 
Perhaps the Russians will be amazed 
this unwonted exhibition of Soviet 
clemency, Few outside Russia will share 
their surprise. The whole affair has the 
marks of a piece of stage-play, adroitly 
engineered by the Red bosses to stir up 
the wrath of their bolshevik followers 
with an impressive tale of machinations 
devised by wicked foreigners to over- 
throw the beloved Soviet.

CANADA'S NEW WEALTH 


| While stories of unemployment and of industrial 
depression are being widely circulated and gain in 
gravi'y and in poigrancy as the possimists pass them

| eral production. If there !s some slowing down in 
industry, if logging is curtailed, if communications 
| and transportation services show a lessening person- 
| nel and construction finds difficulty in holding its 
| normal rate of expansion, the mineral wealth of 
Canada is being extracted and made available for 
home consumption and foreign export in increasing 
volume 
| Copper shows the largest increase, with a produc- 
tion for the nine months of 235,791,260, as against 
| 177.873 626 pounds in 1929, This mean’ an increase of 
more than six million dollars added to the material 
wealth of Canada tn nine months of this year by the 
| extraction of a single mineral. The tale runs the 
same in other fields of mineral activity The increase 
in the production of gold for the past nine months 
of the past year as compared with the nine months 
ending September 80, 1929, amounted to 67,772 fine

TREATING INFLUENZA 


If an influenga epidemic is in your neighborhood, 
you should avoid crowded meetings and stuffy rooms, 
You should algo be careful not to tire yourself out by 
worry or overwork. Go out in the open for an hour 
every day. Begin to deyelop strength and soundness 
by exercising and taking long walks. If you will 
follow this advise and the cleansing regimen in yes- 
terday's article, you will be better able to avoid an 
attack of influenza, but if you disregard such advice 
until you feel the first symploms coming on, you 
should not delay in going home and going to bed 
If you are working, do not try to keep on and finish 
your day's work, because most of the deaths from 
influenza are due to neglect in the beginning. 

The first thing to do is to use an enema of two 
quarts of warm water and thoroughly cleanse the 
bowels, Next, take a hot tub bath, lying in water 
as hot as can be borne, for about twenty minutes. 
The temperature should be about from 104 deg. to 
106 deg. F. After the bath, dry quickly and wrap 
yourself in some heavy woolen blankets, then He 
down in bed and have somebody else place plenty 
of covers on top and a hot water bottle at your feet, 
You will need some assistance because you must not 
uncover yourself once you begin to sweat. The bed- 
clothes should be well tucked around you so that 
no aly will be drawn under the covers if you move 
about. Drink a glass of hot water every thirty 
minutes as long as you sare awake. You will soon 
begin to sweat and will continue to do so until your 
fever has disappeared, If the head becomes con- 
gested apply a cold compress to the forehead, 

This sweating treatment should be continued 
for several hours, then the patient should take a 
tepid bath and return to bed between clean bed 
clothing. If the fever continues, an occasional short 
coo] shower may be used, followed by a brisk rub- 
down. 

Repeat this sweating treatment every day for the 
first two or three days. One enema should be used 
morning and evening, using a bed pan if necessary, 
as the patient should not be exposed too long to the 
cold air, The patient should not be given food of 
any kind except water which may be flavored with 
Jemon or orange juice. 

The patient should not under any circumstances 
attempt t go out, or return to work, until he has 
entirely recovered. Once your temperature has be- 
come normal and your appetite has returned you 
may start eating any kind of food in proper com- 
binations. However, you very likely will not feel 
hungry for several days, and it is advisable to only 
use plenty of water and acid fruit juices during this 
period. 

The theory that the body requires nourishing 
food during an acute attack of influenza is very 
wrong and has probably resulted in many deaths 
which could have been prevented by the methods I 
have just outlined

Llewellyn, Prince of Wales, killed 
at Builth, December 10, 1282, Liew- 
ellyn was the last native sovereign 
of Wales.

When the Britons had 
succumbed to the Danes and Sax- 
ons, Wales was still in the hands 
of the Cymrie, a branch of the 
same stock as the Britons, Three 
brothers, with the dignity of princes, 
ruled the country, As you may 
guess it was a stormy rule.

Interest, and if, in Addition, She is Easy to Live 
With Her Husband Will Forgive Her Every 
Fault Under the Sun, Says Dorothy Dix 


Sir Bilis Hume Williams, the eminent London divoree-court lawyer, in 
his autobiography tells women how to hald their husbands’ affections. He 
says: “My experience is that a woman who is careful to preserve her phy 
sical attfactions and who will take a litte . 
trouble to understand and sympathize with 
her husband's work can keep him just as 
long as she likes.” 


These are words of wisdom upon 
which every married woman will do 
well to ponder in her heart. Undoubt- 
edly many husbands cease to kiss their 
wives because the wives have become 
unkissable, Few men have a morbid ap- 
petite for cola cream or are possessed 
with a strange mania for caressing a 
slouchy, sloppy female who looks like 
something that the cat left on his door- 
step, 


Even a vamp has to look the part if 
she continues to get in her deadly work, 
and so if a wife expects her husband to 
keep gaging at her and congratulating him- 
self upon being a good picker, she has to 
keep herself easy on the eyes. Otherwise, he 
is mighty apt to look at some one younger and fairer and better dressed 


Hence the married woman who stops putting perfume behind her 
cars, so to speak, and who considers it a waste of time to powder her 
nose and put on @ pretty frock for a mere husband almost invariably 
loses out.
